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The Task Facing Congress 


The Eighty-first Congress, which con- 
venes today, will be handed an ambitious 
work sheet by President Truman and 
Democratic leaders. 

Inevitably, there is a problem of money. 
During the current fiscal year the Govern- 
ment will spend about $42,000,000,000, 
which is about equal to the total national 
income in 1933. But expenditures for next 
year will be even greater unless a miracle 
occurs and some long-indicated economy 
measures are taken at last. There is hope 
that the Hoover Commission report, which 
now will be submitted about March 13, 
will point the way to considerable savings 
which will be agreeable to the Congress 
and the President. 

However, all signs point to an increase 
in taxes of one sort or another. President 
Truman last year recommended reimposi- 
tion of the wartime excess profit tax upon 
corporations, but recent Senate Commit- 


tee hearings on corporate profits have © 


served to lessen the Democratic demand 
for this step. 

Aside from more taxes, President Tru- 
man will call upon Congress to deal with 
other domestic problems which may be 
outlined as follows: 

1. A permanent system of farm price 
supports. The Aiken bill, which becomes 
effective next January, reduces parity 
from present 90 percent to a flexible 60 
to 90 percent, depending on production 
surpluses. It originally was supported by 
both President Truman and Secretary of 
Agriculture Brannan, but both now are 
calling for higher price props. 

2. Public housing and slum clearance. 
The Wagner-Taft-Ellender Housing Bill, 
after which new legislation will be pat- 
terned, was passed by the Senate last 
April 1, but got sidetracked by the House 
Rules Committee. 

3. Margarine tax repeal. 

4. Federal Aid to Education. Presi- 
dent Truman has declared himself for 


There Is No Time To Lose 


The State Ports Authority cannot af- 
ford to lose =ny time in full development 
of the facilities it has purchased at Sa- 
vannah. , 

This is clearly and authoritatively indi- 
cated by the current Monthly Review of 
business conditions published by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of Atlanta. 

During the first three-quarters of 1948 
the monthly average values of imports 
through the four Customs Districts of the 
Southeast were up 12 percent over 1947. 
New Orleans and Mobile showed increases 
of 14 and 41 percent, respectively. The 
Florida District average was the same. 

But the Georgia District showed a drop 
of five percent. 

Likewise, the Georgia district—com- 
prising the ports of Savannah and Bruns- 
wick—was the only district in the South- 
east whose gain from 10 years ago failed 

to keep pace with the national average. 

Mobile, which, incidentally, has one of 
the best developed State port facilities in 
the nation, showed a gain in import values 
in 1948 of approximately 315 percent over 
1938. Florida was next with an increase 
of about 310 percent and New Orleans 
third with a gain of 290 percent. 


“federal aid for elementary and secondary 
education to help remedy the deplorable 
shortages and the maldistribution of school 
facilities and teachers.” 

5. Social Security extension. — 

6. National Health Insurance. This is 
one of the most controversial of Presi- 
dent Truman’s recommendations and a 
long, hard fight may be expected. 

7. Repeal of the Taft-Hartley Act. 
President Truman promised repeal of the 
labor law in virtually every speech in his 
campaign. Yet he has used the law him- 
self seven times in strikes which threat- 
ened the national welfare. It would be 
safe to predict that the Taft-Hartley Act 
will not be repealed until and unless a 
substitute is ready for passage. 

8. Civil Rights. The Democrats, not 
wanting to risk party harmony, will want 
to wait until other important business is 
acted upon before bringing up this matter. 

9, Raise minimum wages. Some raise 
appears likely. 

10. Reclamation and water and power 
development. There will be bills to cre- 
ate eight additional Valley Authorities 
patterned after TVA. 3 

11. Standby price controls and ration- 
ing. No one knows what Mr. Truman will 
ask in this regard. The price situation 
and business activity at present are in 
such a fluid state that his demands may 
be considerably tempered from last year’s. 

In addition, there are, of course, any 
number of other domestic matters, such 
as a revised displaced persons law, exten- 
sion of reciprocal tariffs and other mat- 
ters which will come before the Congress. 

As always, there will be delays and 
compromises. Not even the most opti- 
mistic of President Truman’s supporters 
hopes all his measures will get through 
just as he wants them. And not even the 
most dyed-in-the-wool Republican dares 
hope the opposition will be able to stymie 
action of some sort on most of them. 


But again Georgia was last with a 10- 
year gain of only 125 percent—or half the 
national average of 250 percent. 

As the Federal Reserve Bank pointed 
out, imports will have a great deal to do 
with determining the course of future 
trade. American assistance to foreign na- 
tions some day must cease. When that 
time comes America must buy more for- 
eign goods if foreigners are to have the 
dollars to buy our goods. Even in 1948 this 
country imported approximately $7,000,- 
000,000 worth of goods from overseas. 
And Georgia ports got a pitifully small 
share of it. 

Since the war ended Southern ports 
have been growing by leaps and bounds. 
DeVelqpments at Mobile, New Orleans and 
Charleston have caused consternation™ in 
Eastern port centers. But there is not 
much worry about competition from Geor- 
gia’s ports. :

Just about this time last year the Freedom Train was making its tour of Georgia. It visited 
Macon 12 months ago. And all around the State, wherever this priceless, inspiring display of 
treasured documents went, the people were repe ating the Freedom Pledge. From the lips of almost 


all of our citizens came the words: 


“I am an American, a free American: 
free to speak—without fear; free to wor- 
ship my own God; free to stand for what 
I think right; free to oppose what I be- 
lieve wrong; free to choose those who 
govern my country. This heritage of free- 
dom I pledge to uphold for myself and all 
mankind.” : 

During the war we told our boys—those who 
sacrificed their lives, those who gave part of 
their physical bodies and returned to us handi- 
capped, those who fought and bled and came 
back hoping for a better world—we told them 
they were fighting for the Four Freedoms: 

“Freedom of speech and expression: freedom 
of worship; freedom from want and freedom 
from fear.” : 


Many of those people who read and 
said that Freedom Pledge and many of 
those men who fought for the Four Free- 
doms are today wondering just how cer- 
tain recent events in Georgia can be 
reconciled with this pledge and the quad- 
— ideals they visualized on the battle- 


Freedom from fear, for example. 

Here in Georgia crosses are fired, a flare is 
burned, hoods and white robes are donned—all 
as symbols of intimidation and lawlessness; all 
as methods of coercion; all in an effort to “put 
the fear of God and the KKK” into the heart of 
some victim who is just as much an American— 
a Free American, if you please—as those who 
perpetrate the deeds. 

Not only is the Ku Klux Klan itself guilty 
of such miisconduct. Now there can be placed 


upon the record of that organization the respon- 
sibility for having misled a group of Negroes 
into imitating Klan tactics and practices. 


: We are not fooled by the Klan’s show 
of benvolence—its efforts to buy its way 
into respectability. Rather, we are 
ashamed, embarrassed and repulsed by 
the thought that the Klan could be so 
brazen as to attempt to claim a place in 
decent society. 


Not until its sworn ideals of racial and re- 
ligious intolerance are forgotten, its deeds of 
strife and lawlessness repented of, and its aims 
and objectives “to practice Klannishness’” re- 
pudiated, will the KKK ever begin to remove the 
stigma from its own name. And it is not likely 
that any of these changes will ever be ac- 
complished. 

Today we know it is not possible for all 
Georgia citizens to be free from fear when vot- 
ing their convictions, voicing their opinions and 
exercising their guaranteed rights as long as the 
Klan and similar organizations exist. 

The people of Milledgeville realize this and 
are justified in their indignation over the burn- 
ing of crosses there. We commend them for 
their efforts to stamp out such lawlessness. The 
American Veterans Committee is justified in its 
petition that Atty. Gen. Clark investigate the 
Association of Georgia Klans. The Christian 
Council of Atlanta is justified in its action con- 
demning the Klan for misusing the symbol of 
the cross. 

Now, let us—the people of Georgia—unite 
our efforts to rid our State of this serious 
menace to the rea) freedom of our citizens.

A New City 


A gentleman wrote me that he did not find 
the capital city of Israel, Tel Aviv, on any of the 
old maps and asked what old city had been given 

the name of Tel Aviv—lately bombed by the Egyptians. 


It is anew city. And it represents the spirit of the new state. 
There is no yearning for Jerusalem, where some of the older per- 
sons still wail at the remnants of the old Temple wall. Tel Aviv 
is modern and new, both European and American: both of the 
East and the West. 

I came to it first at the close of a long day spent trudging about 
farms and up and down stairways of schools. There were the 
usual—but suddenly I saw they were not all the usual—approaches 
to a Middle-Eastern city. There were the customary ones, but there 
were garages, the kind I knew at home. They were the smal] 
Rarage repair shops with a mechanic or so about them in greasy 
coveralls, a smear or so across the face, hands grimy. There were 
sandwich shops and hot dog places and, even, a “diner” replete 
with wheels. 

There was the glow of neon lights ahead, dusk being near. I 
began to sense a real city. There soon were lighted signs in 
Hebrew and English. And there also was, definitely, a familiar 
aroma in the air—faint but sure. 


Our car picked its way through traffic, the 
At last there it was: 


I waited. 
Aroma smell growing stronger. 
*“Joe’s Place—Hamburgers.” 

With onions, too. It was the frying hamburgers and onions I 
had smelled blocks away. 

I insisted on paying a visit, not for food, although I was will- 
ing. But I knew a good dinner awaited us. I wanted to ask 
where Joe was from. I had a feeling he was from Brooklyn. But 
he wasn’t. He had been a sailor and he had seen our American 
ports. And he was in the hamburger business. Home was the 
sailor, home from the sea. But it was the first time I had ever seen

Editor Constitution: In your column this week 
you dealt very nicely with another aspect of the 
medical problem. But isn’t it a matter that is 
deeper than money alone? Isn’t it a matter of 


| cadavers (which depends on the number of paup- 


ers dying), training teaching personnel and 
clinical material (patients in the charity and 
teaching hospitals)? (Florida needs a school.) If 
someone would jolt the armed forces out of their 
ideas of their need for medical personnel it 
would help to alleviate the situation. I was in 
the Navy Medical Corps during the last war 
when they wanted 6.4 physicians to each 1,000 
men. On our island of Tinian we had many Sea- 
bee outfits (about 20), who had their own phy- 
We in our hospital made up the deficit 
In spite of the “clean-up” 
island—the Iwo invasion and the Oki- 
nawa invasion—there were physicians whose 
medical duties didn’t take two hours each day 
in the rush periods. If 6.4 per thousand was 
too many when things were rushed, certainly, 
it seems to me, the peactime force should need 
even less. 

Again many thanks for your interest. We 
doctors are very poor public relations men. In 
the days of my grandfather, he would go out 
in the country and deliver a baby, sit down and 
eat supper with the family and if it was bad 
weather, he would stay all night. Those people 
got to. know him for the great man he was, not 
through his practice of medicine so much as his 
visit. In today’s rustle and bustle our patients 
rarely get to know us in terms of a person whom 
they can respect; rather, they know us as a per- 
son who gives them bad news: “Go on a diet,” 
“Stop smoking,” “You need an operation,” “You 
have cancer,” “Here is my bill.” 

We need to pause in the day’s occupation 
and let our patients know us, but if we do 
really as much as is needed we can’t make a liv- 
ing. A colleague of mine needed some plumb- 
ing done so he called a plumber who was a Ppa- 
tient of his. During this time the plumber made 
two calls to the doctor’s home and the doctor 
made two calls to the plumber’s home. At the 
end of the month they exchanged bills.

Editor Constitution: The average person 
seems to get the impression that business is slow- 
ing down and the public generally has stopped 
spending. On the other hand, the Internal Rev 
enue Bureau in Washington reports that Novem- 
ber tax collections on furs, jewelry, handbags and 
luggage ran ahead of last year. 

The Internal Revenue Bureau also reported on 
Dec. 27 that admissions to movies, plays, concerts 
and night clubs also produced more revenue than 
in November, 1947, although a slump in patron- 
age had been reported in those fields also. 

Combined receipts from the taxes on jewelry, 
furs and luggage sales amounted to $27,969,000 
against $24,068,000 a year ago. The amount from 
admissions was up $5,374,000 to $40,447,000. 

It seems that the kind of information we get 
is not good and that we ought not have informa- 
tion that is so misleading, including the sales in 
general business where as a matter of fact the 
units have not decreased as much.as prices, due

The chief circumstance contributing to the 
importance of the speaker is that the real hurdle 
for some of President Truman’s legislative objec- 
tives is the House rather than the Senate. -That 
is so for repeal of the Taft-Hartley Act and for 
the social welfare measures such as housing, 
Federal aid to education and health, increase in 
the statutory minimum wage. 


This was borne out in the last Congress 
when the House defied the President so point- 
edly by the overwhelming vote overriding his 
veto of the Taft-Hartley Act. It was the House, 

-teo, that bottled up the long-range housing bill 
and education and health measures. It was the 
real blockade for the Truman program, which 
is the same program this year. 


There is, of course, a different House. That 
brings up another circumstance of the important 
role of the Speaker and the House, which was 
November's election. There are 262 Democrats 
in the new House, a majority is 218. This should 
be a safe margin. It would be except for the 
Southerners. Republicans have 172. members— 
there is one American Labor Party member— 
which means that if Republicans voted solidly— 
and a minority always ig more cohesive—they 
would need 46 Southern Democratic bolters to 
upset the Administration. While 46 might look 
like a lot of deserters, there frequently have been 
more from the South; and it might be recalled, 
too, that Republicans had only 168 members, four 
less than now, when they originally formed the 
Republican-Southern conservative Democrat coali- 
tion after the 1938 election and thereafter blocked 
all such social welfare measures as the President 
asks again. 

Sam Rayburn’s cqnstant problem, then, will 
be to keep enough Southern Democrats in line. 
In his favor is the fact that he is of the Southern

tradition, speaks the language and knows how to 
deal with Southerners. To his disadvantage, how- 
ever, is the fact that Southern leaders and vet- 
erans are old cronies of his and helped him along 
to the place of power he now occupies. In some 
directions he shares their views. 

Sam Rayburn could not accurately be termed 
a New Dealer except in one respect, which is an 
antagonism to what might be called “Wall Street” 
domination in finance and industry, which is in- 
herent in Texas and the South. That revealed 
itself in his vigorous championship of legislation 
in early New Deal days to regulate the stock mar- 
ket and public utility holding companies. 


But when the issues dig deeper into estab- 
lished Southern economic institutions, such as 
would be affected by some proposed reforms, 
or established social customs, such as are in- 
volved in the eivil-rights program, then Sam 
Rayburn is closer to the Southern pattern. It is 
this type of measure that now becomes the test. 


So Sam Rayburn is pulled in two ways. He 
must wrestle with his twin loyalties—to the Ad- 
ministration with its New Deal mission and to the 
South. He knows that something happened in 
the last election. It was a New Deal victory. 
The wind is that way. It blew strong into Con- 
gress. The people spoke plainly. Neither Presi- 
dent Trwman nor Sam Rayburn can have any 
excuses—and the people will take none. Sam 
Rayburn is on the spot. So is the President. 
The Confederates lost the recent election battle, 
but it would be possible for them to win the war, 
or at least a stalemate. Much will depend on 
how Sam Rayburn handles many delicate situa- 
tions, and whether he stands firm when it is 
necessary to stand firm. His is not an enviable 
position. 

Keep your eye on Sam Rayburn. He will eall 
the signals. He will handle the ball.

It’s this dietitian’s reducing philosophy that eating 
should be fun, particularly for the overweight who love to 


eat.

but low enough in calories to 
bring satisfactory weight losses, 
calls for scientific ingenuity— 
but why not let science help 
with weight control? 


Since dairy fats must be re- 
stricted as a curb on calories, 
it is highly important to use 
other Vitamin A _ rich foods. 
There are low-calorie sources, 
and no calorie sources of Vita- 
min A. Dark green leafy and 
yellow vegetables are rich in 
carotenes and low in calories. 
Lettuce is not a green vegetable. 
But one large leaf of escarole 
tossed into a.salad,- boosts the 
Vitamin A-by almost the day’s 
requirement, which is 5,000 
units. One-half cup of cooked 
greens, such as spinach, dande- 
lion greens, kale or chard, fur- 
nishes more than the day’s al- 


lowance, for a mere 25 calories. : 


Yellow vegetables, such as car- 
rots and squash, are good vita- 
min sources for 50 calories per 
average serving. 

However, since not all of the 
potential Vitamin A value in 
vegetables is utilized, it is nec- 
essary to include some Vitamin 
A from animal sources, or to 
supplement the menus with a 
vitamin concentrate. | 

But let’s compare the amount 
of Vitamin A in butter and 
cream with less high calorie 
sources. Three tablespoons of 
butter, or four average squares, 
contain 1,800 units of Vitamin A, 
which is about one-third the 
day’s need, and at the same time 
furnish 300 calories. And a half 
cup of thin cream furnishes less 
than one-fourth the Vitamin A 
required for the day but boosts

Plan for Education: 
Its Aims, Objectives 


Editor’s Note: This is the first of a series of articles on the 
Minimum Foundation Program for Education—the No. 1 legisla- 
tion facing Georgia’s General Assembly, which convenes here 


next week.

“A package all done up in a pretty ribbon and handed to the 
Legislature to approve without knowing what is in gg 
barest minimum requirements to provide an education for all of 
Georgia’s children”’—those are the conflicting descriptions of the 
$83,000,000 Minimum Foundation Program for Education. 
The Georgia Education Associa- as to how much the State and how f 


tion and Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tion have made “Minimum Foun- 
dation Program” a byword in 
Georgia households through a 
broad campaign of “taking the 
of 


‘local communities for nearly two 


years. The parents talked with 
candidates, and all gubernatorial 
and legislative candidates went on 
record as favoring the education- 
al expansion program. 

Yet the discussion in a recent 
presession conference of the 1949 
Legislature indicated that many 
sclons, and undoubtedly many 
people, don’t really know what,is 
in the “package” known as the 
Minimum Foundation Program. 

Startled at new tax proposals 
to finance the school program, 
some economy-minded Legisla- 
tors began picking at the strings 
to see just what is inside the 
package—to see if the sponsors 
hadn’t secretly hidden a new army 
‘of supervisors and administrative 


‘aides into the program calling for 


schoolteachers. 

During this week before the 
Legislature comes into _ session, 
The Constitution is breaking open 
the package and placing the Foun- 
dation Program—item by item— 
into plain view with a series of 
articles. Administrative costs, 
transportation, schgo] building, 
and teachers’ salaries will be dis- 
cussed by educational leaders in 
interviews. 

The Foundation Program calls 
fom an $83,000,000 State educa- 
‘tional program, as compared with

The $6,231,057 equalization fund 
item in the present basic program 
is not included in the new Foun- 
dation plan.
